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1950 NATIONAL PLANNING CONFERENCE 


There will probably never be another National 
Planning Conference like the one recently completed 
in Los Angeles. 

The local committee under the direction of 
Charles Bennett, the Mayor, the citizens, the news- 
papers, the staff of the Commission and others, 
simply outdid themselves and everybody else in put- 
ting on a Conference that will be hard to equal 
(impossible to exceed). 

Outstanding was the reception given the dele- 
gates on Sunday evening by Fritz Burns, well known 
builder, at his House of Tomorrow on Wilshire Boule- 
vard where a dinner was served, where planning films 
were shown and where, in addition to the House of 
Tomorrow, delegates saw another well designed and 
well constructed two bedroom house available on an 
improved lot with an attached garage at $8900. Over 
175 people were on hand for the Sunday, pre-confer- 
ence session. 

There were well over 500 participants in the 
Conference. Delegates registered from 35 states 
and territories and 8 foreign countries. There were 
representatives from Europe and Asia as well as from 
North, Central, and South America. California had 
the largest representation with 124 registered from 
Los Angeles and 167 from other parts of the state. 

The keynote speech this year was given by 
Richard Neuberger, well-known writer of the Pacific 
Northwest and member of the Oregon State Senate. 
Mr. Neuberger's talk pointed 


of its ow resources", said Mr. Neuberger. "Conser- 
vation measures are dying in legislative committees." 

Mr. Neuberger said there was no one/to do the 
needed resources planning. "Writers cannot do it," 
he said, "nor can the Federal government do it, 3,000 
miles away. The function belongs to state govern- 
ments, but this Federal government will continue to 
predominate over local sovereignties unless we can 
make state government more effective and more respon- 
sible. 

"The best men are leaving state government for 
Federal service or private employment. This is due 
largely to the fact that rural interests continue to 
dominate the legislatures, even though the state 
population is heavily urban. 

"America has moved to town, but its legisla- 
tures have not. 

"Until these conditions are corrected,"said Mr. 
Neuberger, "through the use of initiative and the 
referendum - until state and local government become 
responsive to the popular will, there can never be 
@ successful meeting of the cowtry's fundamental 
problems." 

Mr. Neuberger's keynote address was only one 
highlight in a conference in which every paper was 
outstanding. 

Featured speaker at the Tuesday luncheon was 
Colonel Alexander R. Heron, vice-president of Crown- 
Zellerbach Corporation of San Francisco. Colonel 


Heron emphasized the role of

"Today," said Colonel 
Heron, "the intelligent in-

over aesthetic and recreational benefits. The rec- 
reational enthusiasts must be taught that the crip- 
pling of industrial development in the interest of 
parks and playgrounds can mean eventual starvation 
for those projects. All groups must learn that mod- 
ern science has outlawed industrial development which 
disregards or destroys the beauty and wholesomeness 
of a commnity." 

Dr. Rafael Pico', Chairman of the Puerto Rico 
Planning Board and President of ASPO, was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the Wednesday luncheon. Dr. Pico' 
took as his subject, "It Is Always Planning Time." 

"The strength of our U.S.A., of the American 
continent, of the western democracies, lies not only 
in the strength of its weapons and resources, but 
more so in the moral force of its principles," said 
Dr. Pico’. 

"We shall never have enough dollars, resources 
or manpower to buy or dominate the world, even if we 
should want to. On the contrary, the great masses of 
the world inhabiting under-developed areas are a po- 
tentially dangerous throng that must be brought into 
our democratic fold through 


redevelopment program entailed. He outlined in de- 
tail some of the suggested provisions and require- 
ments of general planning, area planning, and project 
planning. 

Mr. Feiss said, "The localities themselves will 
undertake their own general planning programs. It 
is clear that the redevelopment program must be based 
on local plans, locally arrived at. We shall prepare 
no local plans in Washington. 

"Our second assumption is that commmities can 
and will establish their own objectives and that the 
plans which they will prepare will be based on these 
objectives. We must all scrutinize with the utmost 
care the effectiveness of planning administration as 
it is now currently accepted. 

"While planning has come of age, there are un- 
fortunately, all too few adults in planning. 

"Perhaps the most daring of our assumptions is 
that any city that really wishes to undertake a plan- 
ning program can find the means to do so." 

Mr. Feiss concluded, "I want to assure you on 
behalf of the Agency that we have a firm and abiding 
belief that local planning is

The role of private en- 
terprise in urban redevelop- 
ment was the subject of an 
address by Ferd Kramer, na- 
tionally known Chicago realtor 
and developer, and member of 
the ASPO Board of Directors. 

"To attract private in- 
vestors,” Mr. Kramer warned, 








"We need more and better 
trained planners, imbued with the public spirit. 

"We need research that can produce precise con- 
clusions to replace the guesswork being done in our 
planning offices. 

"We must find ways of avoiding the hurdles of 
too numerous political subdivisions which fragment 
planning out of all proportion and create obstacles 
to modern tendencies of rapid movement and expansion 
beyond all political lines. 

"We need to have planners and planning officials 
with imagination, men and women who see our world as 
ever-changing and who are always ready to meet new 
situations." 

Overflow audiences attended two sessions on urban 
redevelopment, one, an afternoon session, and the 
other an evening session directed principally to- 
wards urban redevelopment in California. 

At the afternoon session, Carl Feiss, Chief of 
the Community Planning and Development Branch of 
HHFA's Division of Slum Clearance and Urban Rede- 
velopment, spoke on "Urban Redevelopment and Urban 
Planning." 

Mr. Feiss outlined some of the major planning 
considerations which the Federal Government's urban 
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"redevelopment agencies must 
aggressively execute their 
programs, and expedite the administrative problems 
so that the investor can build as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

"The investing corporation as one party to the 
agreement must be able to make instantaneous and 
definitive decisions, and it has one officer who is 
empowered to make those decisions. But the other 
party to the contract, by the very nature of govern- 
ment make-up, is a superstructure of commissions, 
committees, authorities, boards, and officials. 
There is no individual with complete and undisputed 
authority to make quick and binding decisions. 

"The vested interest of each department and 
bureau is something that you can appreciate only 
after having bumped head-on into it. The fact that 
a particular street has been in existence since the 
days of the Indians, whether or not that street per- 
forms an important function today, may be so potent 
that it will almost require an act of God, as well 
as of the Mayor and the city council, to remove it. 

"We have now had enough experience with rede- 
velopment to know that our dozens of square miles 
of slums are never going to be completely cleared 
with our present method of procedure. As I see it, 
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there are, in addition to overall planning, three 
practical ways in which we might attack the problem. 

"More subsidies, such as the tax subsidy avail- 
able, are supported in some quarters. I, personally, 
am opposed to this approach, and as far as Illinois 
is concerned, under our present constitution, it 


would be impossible. Two other devices are the ones 
which I favor as feasible. 

"One is the obvious and logical step of extend- 
ing the powers of quick taking, now available to the 
Federal government, to the local agencies engaged 
in land assembly for private redevelopment. 

"The other is the initiation of comprehensive 
planning for redevelopment 
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many areas, which may force the indefinite post- 
ponement of many mjor clearance operations contem- 
plated under Title I of the General Housing Act. 
"4h, But the General Housing Act also offers 
substantial aid and encouragement for a wide range 
of planning and commmity development on vacant land: 
tools that could alleviate the housing shortage, lo- 
cate new housing in proper relation to defense or 
other employment, and carry our emergency programs 
in accord with long term community plans insofar as 
possible.

be in some kind of balance with the provision of 
physical facilities of all other kinds - of housing, 
sanitation, hospitals, schools, parks and playgrounds. 

"TI think it is fair to say that these have been 
somewhat remote considerations in expressway plan- 
ning; and this is probably only natural where funds 
are largely independently provided and spent through 
separate operating agencies. j 

"I do not see how we can begin to plan satis- 
factorily for the internal transportation of a large 
city until we are agreed on the kind of city we want, 
and have begun to make a conscious effort to create 
it. 

"In the language of transportation planning, 
this implies the purposeful rearrangement of origins 
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and destinations. It means moving work and living 
space around - probably radically, and not merely 
projection of the habits of today. 

"If I have expressed some anxiety over the ul- 
timate consequences of current expressway develop- 
ment, it is because in the absence of such decisions 
and the power to implement them, the living of urban 
populations will be left more completely at the mer- 
cy of uncontrolled transforming forces." 

H. H. Mobley, Director of the Missouri Division 
of Resources and Development, gave an outstanding 
talk on the "Water Fiasco." Speaking of the irriga- 
tion program of the federal government, he said, 
"Irrigable land represents a potential productive 
capacity that does not deteriorate when not in use. 
According to Department of Agriculture figures, agri- 
cultural production on proposed irrigated land would 
give an increase of 7 million tons of sugar beets 
annuelly, a crop whose production is economically 
feasible only so long as it is protected by high-pro- 
tective tariffs; and an increase of 24 million bushels 
of potatoes annually at a time when the government 
is selling them for stock feed at 1¢ per hundred." 
He summarized some of the critical deficiencies: 

"1. At present there is no overall national 
policy which establishes the importance or priority 
for the use of water resources. 

"2. Projects planned and constructed largely 
at federal expense are not required to result in 
some national benefit. 

"3. Economic justification of projects is not 
wholly realistic, but is frequently placed on hope- 
ful expectancy. 

"4k, There is not an equitable distribution of 
project costs among beneficiaries. 

"5. Present policies are such that one state 
is expected to sacrifice much of its agricultural 
land for reservoir, and still not receive any m-

terial gain from hydro-electric power génerated. 

"6, There is no review and coordinating board 
to determine the fitness of federal water development 
proposals. 

"7. There is no national resources survey to 
guide the coordinating and review board in questions 
of water resources management." 

Dr. Miguel Figueroa Roman, of the National Uni- 
versity of Tucuman, Argentina, gave a scholarly talk 
on an "Argentinian Stand on Integral Planning." He 
spoke of planning as "the highest term of expression | 
for the solidarity of the peoples, the best base for 
an international order which secures work and pros- 
perity for the whole of mankind." 

Hugh Pomeroy, of Westchester County, New York, 
and Roger Arnebergh, ot Los Angeles, again conducted 
the popular Zoning Round Table on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day mornings. By popular demand, the round-table 
was again resumed on Thursday morning, even though 
the official sessions of the conference were over 
Wednesday afternoon. 

As a fitting climax to the conference, a tour 
of Los Angeles was made by 5 busloads of delegates 
on Thursday. Orchids are due Henry V. Wall of the 
Los Angeles City Planning Department's staff, for 
arranging the remarkable itinerary. The tour in- 
cluded a visit to the world famous Crenshaw Shopping 
Center, to Baldwin Hills, to Panorama City, to the 
Chevrolet Assembly Plant, where the delegates were 
the guests of the plant for lunch, and even a "trip 
to the moon.” The latter was made by way of the 
Planetarium at the Griffith Park Observatory. 

The repeated observations from the representa- 
tives that the Los Angeles Conference was "the best 
conference ASPO has ever held," and the many letters 
that have been received since the conference, indi- 
cate that future meetings have been set an example 
that is going to be difficult to match.

PLANNING ADVISORY SERVICE 


PLANNING ADVISORY SERVICE has made a4 survey 
of planning staff salaries, budgets, and the 
composition of planning commissions throughout 
the country. Data have been obtained for select- 
ed cities in various population classes, for 
counties, ‘and for a few unofficial planning 
agencies. The results of the survey on salaries 
and budgets will be published in the September 
PLANNING ADVISORY SERVICE Information Report. 
The data on planning Commissions will be issued 
in a later bulletin. 
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PLAN FOR REZONING NEW YORK CITY 


The study and recommendations for the rezoning 
of the City of New York prepared by the firm of Har- 
rison, Ballard and Allen for the City Planning Com- 
ission have been presented for public consideration. 
Mayor William O'Dwyer, in reviewing the plan, called 
it "perhaps the most constructive activity undertaken 
by this administration." The preliminary text de- 
scribing the plan in brief is now available and de- 
tailed reports and maps are to be issued this fall 
with public hearings to begin in December. 

The recommendations include controls of building 
bulk through floor area ratios and such devices as 
"required angle of light" with the right to average 
such angles to ensure flexibility of construction; 
requirements for usable open space; ample space for 
industry and commerce and their protection against 
use for any other purpose; reduction of congestion 
and direct and indirect aid to the solution of the 
traffic problem; off-street parking and loading pro- 
visions; simplification of the obsolete 1916 zoning 
resolution by use of a single inclusive map instead 
of the present three zoning maps showing use, height 
and area districts; the positive listing of permitted 
uses for each district instead of the present nega- 
tive listing.
